General Steel Wants 
To Boost Employment 
Of 2000 Here By 10% 

A growing shortage of labor 
has reached the point where it 
is seriously affecting the oper¬ 
ation of at least one local plant, 
and similar problems are re- 
pouted elsewhere in the U. S. 

An example cited today was 
the Castings Division, General 
Steel Industries, which needs to 
expand its staff of 2000 by 10% 
but has been unable to find the 
additional 200. An accelerated 
recruiting program is being 
launched, a spokesman said. 

The jobs pay $2.70 an hour 
and the applicants need have no 
prior work experience or skills. 

Liberal Benefits 

Fringe benefits have been 
described as "second to none." 
including life insurance, retire¬ 
ment after 30 years regardless 
of age, and group insurance that 
provides hospitalization, surgi-, 
i cal benefits and incidental hos- 
■ pital costs. Both the pension and 

• insurance programs are fi- 
; nanced at no cost to the worker. 

' Union contracts require all to 

start as laborers, but the re-- 
quirements and environment of 
i such work have steadily im- 
) proved over the years. Pay

Promotions Occur Regularly 

Such promotions occur often, 
and if the castings plant is 
successful in obtaining new la¬ 
borers. a wave of transfers to' 
other jobs is expected. 

Application for work is made 
between 8:30 a.m. and 5 p.m. 
Monday through Friday at the 
General Steel employment of¬ 
fice. reached by entering the 
plant grounds from the vicinity 
of 14th and State streets. 

It has been possible to attract 
a number of applicants, but not 
all are willing to start as la¬ 
borers, a necessity except' for 
those with specified skills, such 
as electricians. And the pro¬ 
posed staff expansion ha§ made 
the present level of employ¬ 
ment activity inadequate. 

Searching Near and Far 

Prospective workers are being 
sought from a wider area of 
Illinois and Missouri. 

The firm also is convinced 
that there are many potential 
employees residing in the Quad- 
Cities. Illinois State Employ: 
i ment Service statistics show 
that the present work force in 
this area is substantially less 
than that of- several years ago. 

Although General Steel's 
Castings Division has been able 
to meet its commitments by 
more complicated than normal 
utilization of its available man¬ 
power, the level of orders for 
products indicates that an en¬ 
larged number of workers is es¬ 
sential, the spokesman ex¬ 
plained. 

The alternative would be to 
reject new business, which 
would be contrary to sound pro¬ 
cedure and could jeopardize not 
only the proposed new jobs but 
the existing employment level. 
With this in mind, the company 
is hopeful that all its personnel 
and friends will help spread the 
word that “help is wanted"— 
and needed.

Can Republicans chalk up another upset 
victory? Can a Democrat effectively represent 
this area in the Illinois Senate, where his party 
is outnumbered nearly 2-to-1 ? 

Such questions are pertinent in the 53 rd

Joint Legislative Committee Sessions 

Unicameral legislatures have not had great 
success, partly because they complicate the task 
of according both population and geographic 
representation. But in bicameral states like Illi¬ 
nois, few would disagree that many functions 
ought to be carried out jointly; a current ex¬ 
ample is the Senate and House Constitutional 
Convention Committee deliberations. 

The two committees have been holding 
joint meetings this winter to consider bills set¬ 
ting up the mechanics for selecting 1969 con¬ 
vention delegates. 

This has saved much time and avoided 
duplication of testimony by witnesses. In addi¬ 
tion, it has given both senators and representa¬ 
tives the benefit and experience of a common 
discussion of the issues. We would guess that 
there also will be savings in the cost of opera¬ 
ting the legislature. 

The practice is not new but is used only 
infrequently. It could well be applied when 
other major proposals are before the General 
Assembly.

Along with the calcium you get 
a favorable amount of phosphor- 
ous, top quality protein, and ribo¬ 
flavin (a most important vita¬ 
min), as well as other vitamins 
and minerals. It’s almost impos¬ 
sible to get enough calcium in 
your diet without milk. 

It is commonplace to say that 
water is essential in all animal 
and plgnt nutrition. Still, many 
people don’t think of water as a 
nutrient, along with such sub¬ 
stances as proteins, carbohy¬ 
drates, fats, vitamins, and miner¬ 
als. Put them all together, how¬ 
ever and add water and you have 
six vital nutrients that we must 
have to be healthy and to survive.

Wolfs Become Sailors 
During Winter Vacation 


Mr. and Mrs. Robert L. Wolf, 
1130 St. Thomas road, are 
spending part of their winter 
vacation in Florida learning 
how to sail a boat. 

They took a beginner’s course 
at the Florida branch of the 
Annapolis Sailing School at Key 
Largo during the week of Feb. 
24 when they sailed along the 
keys in a 24-foot boat. 

The school is headquartered 
at Annapolis, Md., and also has 
a branch at St. Petersburg, Fla. 

The Wolfs took the two-day 
course learning the elementary 
principals of sailing before set¬ 
ting out for five days on a boat 
by themselves, though escorted 
by instructors in a power boat. 

Cost of the weekend course is 
$65 a person or $110 for two in 
a family. The five-day crusing 
course ranges from $175 to $275 
with a discount for those taking 
the beginner’s course. 

The boats, which usually 
sleep four persons, travel in 
fleets, with the new sailors hav¬ 
ing command of their own boats 
which generally are 24 feet 
long. 

As five uninterrupted days 
and nights in a sailboat could 


im jchi h 


strain the enthusiasm of the 
most devoted sailor, the stu¬ 
dents are usually glad to stroll 
ashore in the evening, just to 
stretch their legs or to dine in 
in one of the restaurants that 
line the keys. 

Persons taking the cruising 
course take their own clothes, 
blankets and food aboard and 
do their own cooking on a 
single-burner stove. The., boats 
are not roomy, and students 
cannot stand upright in the 
cabin. 

But after completing the be¬ 
ginning course, the new sailors 
know how to make the boat go 
where they want and how to 
make it stop, and they know 
the names of its different parts, 
so that the cruise becomes a 
new and unusual adventure. 

By the time. Mr. and Mrs. 
Wolf return from their vaca¬ 
tion on Wednesday, they'll be 
prepared to sail a boat of their 
own this summer in waters in 
this area.

Drenovac Would 
Oppose Bonds 
For Incinerators 

Opposition to legislation that 
would allow Madison county to 
issue $8 millions in bonds for 
construction of incinerators for 
refuse disposal will be one his 
first objectives if he is nominat¬ 
ed and elected as senator of the 
53rd Senatorial District, Sam 
P. Drenovac, Chouteau town¬ 
ship, said today. 

Drenovac, who is one of four 
candidates seeking the Demo¬ 
cratic senatorial nomination in 
tomorrow's special primary 
election, said he bases his ob¬ 
jections on an extensive survey 
into the cost and effects of the 
use of incinerators for refuse 
disposal purposes. 

He said results of research 
which he obtained from the 
Southwestern Illinois Metropoli¬ 
tan Area Planning Commission 
show that fee costs to communi¬ 
ties using the incinerator meth¬ 
od of disposal would jump tre¬ 
mendously over costs for refuse 
disposal at privately owned 
landfills. For Granite City, as 
an example, he said, cost of dis¬ 
posing of 12,500 pounds of refuse 
at a landfill is $3, while the cost 
of disposing of the same amount 
of refuse by the incinerator 
method would be $25. Compari¬ 
son of landfill to incinerator 
costs in other areas is similar, 
he added 

Drenovac maintained that an 
$8 million dollar bond issue for 
installation of one or more in¬ 
cinerators would cost the tax¬ 
payers 10 cents per $100 as¬ 
sessed valuation and would re¬ 
sult in a total debt of $17 mil¬ 
lions because of interest, al¬ 
though this figure could vary 
slightly depending upon financ¬ 
ing agreements. 

Cost to the taxpayer would to¬ 
tal abount $480,000 per year, he 
said, adding that use of incin-

Abandon Plan to 
Buy Building for 
Sheriff's Office 

A plan under which the Fi¬ 
nance and Jail committees of 
the Madison County Board of 
Supervisors had considered 
buying a 79-year-old pool hall 
building and remodeling it into 
offices for Sheriff George Musso 
and his staff has been aban¬ 
doned. 

The committees, meeting in 
Edwardsville Thursday, de¬ 
cided to return to an original 
plan to construct a new office 
structure adjoining the county 
jail on Main street. The lowest 
bid on that project, however, 
runs 40% over the architect’s 
estimate of $102,242. 

The proposal to buy the 
building of the Idle Hour Bil¬ 
liard Hall, which adjoins the 
county jail, at a cost of $40,000 
and turn it into offices was con-j 
sidered after construction bids 
topped the estimate for a new 
building. 

The county board had budg¬ 
eted $85,000 for the building 
project, and some of this money 
was spent for repairs on the 
present sheriff’s offices, which 
are crammed into three small 
rooms in the courthouse. The 
Jail committee has a balance 
of about $65,000 for the office 
project. 

Purchase of the pool hall was 
opposed by Finance Chairman 
Les Prehn pf Wood River town¬ 
ship, who maintained there is 
no appropriation to spend the 
$40,000. Prehn, along with C. A. 
Nicolet of Godfrey township, 
said the Jail committee should 
go ahead with a new building.
